Time to get professional 
and organised! 

Off the back of a successful election campaign, the danger is always becoming 
complacent - but now is not the time for complacency! From now, in-depth prepa¬ 
ration for the next round of campaigns must begin. We are starting a fresh elec¬ 
toral cycle - a calendar of elections starting with next year's council elections, 
through the European and possibly regional assembly elections, and ending up 
with another general election in five years time. 


S hould the BNP make the breakthrough we 
need next year, we will, as a direct result 
earn the chance to ride a wave of nation¬ 
alist success along the electoral cycle. For 
example: should we manage to win a council 
seat(s) next year, then that will lead to massive 
growth and organisational advances that will 
allow the BNP to take a massive part in the 
Euro referendum, which in itself, if the British 
people vote to save the pound, will put us in a 
good position to elect MEPs in the European 
Election a few months later. Should we get an 
MEP elected, that will then lead to further 
growth, not just in quantity, but real quality too. 

Gaining credibility 

Then we will be going into the next 
London Mayoral and Assembly 
elections with elected officials and 
massive growth already under our 
belts, almost guaranteeing that we 
would win assembly seats and 
secure a large mayoral vote. Each 
election will bring a higher vote 
and more electoral wins, and in the 
meantime, with the BNP having 
gained credibility through actually 
winning seats, our organisation 
will be expanding massively. Meanwhile, the 
multiracial 'experiment' will no doubt produce 
even worse results than now, and establishment 
politicians will be more hated and despised than 
ever. 

Transforming into a mass movement 

By the end of the electoral cycle, the BNP could 
well be a mainstream mass movement going 
into a crucial general election. This may seem 
like an optimistic look into a crystal ball, but 
just think about it: our problem is not getting 
people to agree with us, because in large part, 
the majority already do. Our problem is con¬ 
vincing people that voting for us is a worth¬ 
while exercise and not a wasted effort. When 
people see that the BNP is winning, then the 
huge number of people who agree with us will 
start to vote for us. There has been no real rea¬ 
son to vote BNP in the past because it was per¬ 
ceived to be a waste. "Why vote for the BNP

when they have no chance of winning?” A high 
profile win in a council election next year will 
remove this obstacle and then, unlike in the past 
- when too many of those attracted into the 
BNP were "red-blooded” types thanks to the 
ludicrous confrontational policy now success¬ 
fully in the dustbin of history - we will be 
recruiting more sensible and good quality 
types, attracted into a party that is sensible, 
mainstream and professional and above all - 
successful! 

Preparation must begin 

The recent leadership conference has identified 
the key target areas, just a few in number, in 
which a massive concentration of effort will 
bring a breakthrough. For those 
areas where a win is not possible, 
all personal glory and ego must be 
sacrificed in order to give help to 
the areas we have got a real chance 
of winning. The strategy of con¬ 
centration is not a long, drawn-out 
process, it must be a quick 
manoeuvre, just like a similar 
manoeuvre during a battle, in 
which for just an hour you concen¬ 
trate all your forces against a single 
point in the enemy line to overwhelm and make 
a breakthrough. 

In target areas the candidates profiles must be 
built up so that they become mini-celebrities in 
the area, community work must commence, 
whether campaigning to close a local asylum 
seeker hostel, save a youth club, or helping 
individual families sort out problems with the 
council. Popular local issues must be identified, 
and made our own. 

Let the work begin!

A LONG HOT SUM! 


"... violence against innocent whites and, to a lesser extent, blacks, by young Bangladeshis has become a regular and 
increasingly ugly fact of life in the area .... the attitude of the gangs responsible for the attacks, coupled with growing local 
anger and frustration at the refusal of the police to crack down on them, has created a very real danger of communal vio¬ 
lence on an unprecedented scale." wrote this back in April 1998, after a wave of particularly brutal anti-white racist attacks 
in Tower Hamlets. I went on to say that this 'doomsday' scenario wasn't guaranteed, and to point out that the BNP didn't 
have any organisational vested interest in seeing large-scale ethnic conflict, since it would inevitably bring on our heads "a 
deluge of media smears" and "various disruptive measures undertaken by different arms of the security services." 


T he violence produced 
such a rapid white flight 
exodus from the old East 
End that the backlash 
never came. The whites who 
remain, although facing even 
worse racist violence than back 
in 1998, are now so outnum¬ 
bered and cowed that there is no 
prospect of inter-communal vio¬ 
lence, as opposed to one-sided 
ethnic cleansing in Tower 
Hamlets. But the same is not true 
in places like Bradford, Burnley 
and Oldham - or in dozens of 
other towns and cities where the 
police have spent recent weeks 
on full alert. 

Segregation 

In fact, a number of these places 
have already seen a crossing of 
the line that divides 'mere' ten¬ 
sions and low-level racist vio¬ 
lence from full-blown commu¬ 
nal conflict. The numbers affect¬ 
ed are still low, but white people 
are already living in temporary 
accommodation having been 
forced from their homes by 
Asian racists. Muslim families 
are moving off mainly white 
council estates. Dozens of white 
children are switching schools to 
avoid racial bullying. Asian 
shops have been smashed up. 
White and mixed-race pubs have 


been petrol-bombed and burnt to 
the ground. White residents on 
the 'front line' have felt it neces¬ 
sary to stand guard over their 
properties night after night and 
even to build burning barricades 
at the end of the street. 

As one such unofficial self- 
defence group told me in 
Oldham after carloads of 


Muslim thugs had driven up and 
down their street waving petrol 
bombs out of the windows: "We 
can't stop them (the Asians) 
coming in to have a go, but if we 
can stop them driving in and 
swamping us and make them 
come in on foot, man to man, we 


stand a chance." 

When ordinary people feel like 
that - and they do, in white 
working class estates on the 
edges of Muslim areas all over 
the country - the liberal fantasy 
of multi-racial harmony is dead 
and gone forever. 

Back to normal? 

The only question that 
remains is how long its 
putrid corpse will bring 
hatred, violence and death 
to innocent people of all 
colours before we are in a 
position to give it a decent 
burial. 

As we go to press, the lib¬ 
erals are still consoling 
themselves with the idea 
that the 'long hot summer' 
of 2001 will end and 
"things will get back to 
normal." But the crux of 
the problem is that the 
present situation is normal 
for a multiracial state. 

The future 

Things will calm down for a 
while sooner or later, but only 
for the problems to re-emerge in 
even worse form as the 'minori¬ 
ties' involved grow in number. 
The future of multiracial 
Britain? This is it! 


What I described three years 
ago as "the simmering pot of 
ethnic tensions" is indeed boil¬ 
ing over. Unless we get an 
exceptionally wet summer the 
violence we have seen so far is 
likely to be dwarfed in its scale, 
ferocity and extent by the trou¬ 
bles of August and September. 

Sympathetic police officers 
stationed in East London have 
already told us that they and 
their superiors are "absolutely 
terrified" of the potential for 
trouble in the huge Bangladeshi 
community there. In their efforts 
to avoid it, they routinely take an 
hour to arrive at incidents 
involving serious violence or 
hard drugs, in order to give those 
responsible time to finish their 
evil business and wander off, 
rather than turning up and risk 
sparking the Mother of All 
Riots. 

From Belfast to Britain 

In the same issue of the maga¬ 
zine as my article, there was also 
a piece by the organiser of the 
Northern Ireland BNR In this he 
explained how Belfast lurched 
from being an essentially peace¬ 
ful and integrated society into 
sectarian mayhem and segrega¬ 
tion in just two months in the 
summer of 1969. It was all

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summed up in Housing a 
Divided Community, by Ceb 
Brett, the former head of the 
Northern Ireland Housing 
Executive: "... the 1950s and 
1960s had seen a considerable 
relaxation of the old defensive 
patterns of habitation, and a 
much increased willingness on 
the part of neighbours of differ¬ 
ent loyalties to live in harmony 
with each other. 

How man and how much? 

"All this, however, was to 
change sharply in the summer of 
1969, when large-scale popula¬ 
tion movement started; there 
were ugly incidents on either 
side of the Crumlin Road, and 
around Unity Flats, in July; 
more and more families decided 
to move. In August the British 
army arrived, interposing itself 
between the factions, but not 
soon enough to prevent a 
Protestant foray from the 
Shankill which burned out 
almost every house in Bombay 
Street, off the Falls... Many 
hundreds of families left their 
homes, some voluntarily, some 
involuntarily, during the summer 
and autumn of 1969.” 

The article concluded that it 
was only a matter of time before 
such ethnic cleansing came to 
the mainland, and recent events 
bear this out. So what happens 
next? More riots and violence, 
that's for sure - the only question 
is how many and how much. 

Labour making it worse 

Over the last week or so we've 
had calls from members of the 
public inquiring about member¬ 
ship, but also expressing alarm 
over rising tensions in their own 
areas. These include Glasgow, 
Sunderland, Halifax, 

Huddersfield, Blackburn, 
Accrington, Stoke, West 
Bromwich, Birmingham, 
Walsall, Northampton, 

Peterborough, Buckingham, 
Oxford, Worcester and several 
parts of London. It's not just the 
M62 urban belt that's a time- 
bomb. 

The Labour party is busy mak¬ 
ing things worse. A classic 
example was provided by 
Angela Eagle, the hastily- 



appointed Minister for Oldham, 
who turned up in the town for a 
day to find out "what went 
wrong." She consulted no fewer 
than twenty "local community 
leaders" before heading back 
down to Westminster - every sin¬ 
gle one of them Asian! What sort 
of message did that send out to 
the white people who make up 
85 per cent of the population of 
Oldham? 

Oldham East Labour MP Phil 
Woolas has one which is perhaps 
even more unwelcome than 
being ignored. Mr. Woolas is one 
of New Labour's Andrew Marr- 
style PC fascists, who agree with 
the BBC's political commissar in 
advocating "repression" of white 
'racism.' Writing in the Guardian 
in response to the BNP's record 
votes in Oldham, Mr. Woolas 
opined that "coerced integra¬ 
tion" is the only way forward, 
particularly in schools. 

Out of touch 

I wonder if Mr. Woolas has a 
secret closet in his bedroom in 
which he keeps - in addition to 
his shiny black jackboots - a big 
picture of those pretty 'poor 
white trash' high school girls 


being forced into newly integrat¬ 
ed Little Rock high school by 
soldiers with fixed bayonets? Or 
perhaps he's managed to find 
one of the Boston riot police 
beating up American-Irish mums 
protesting against forced 
bussing? There again, perhaps 
he's got some exciting footage 
now of the riot squad beating up 
the young sons of his own con¬ 
stituents in Waltham Avenue for 
daring to stand in their front gar¬ 
dens to save their neglected 
street from petrol-bombers? 

The problem, of course, is that 
while forced integration might 
sound rather fun from a plush 
office in Westminster, the result 
of such a policy on the ground is 
likely to be even more racial ten¬ 
sion and violence than before. 

Scapegoats 

But never mind, Mr. Woolas & 
Co. can always blame the British 
National Party when things go 
even more horribly wrong than 
they have so far. And if we're not 
in the frame, there's always the 
NF, or the SWP's Anti-'Nazi' 
League front group, or the 
police, or Islamic extremists, or 
drug pushers, or insensitive traf¬ 


fic wardens. They'll always find 
someone to blame, rather than 
admit responsibility for having 
dragged us into an inherently 
unstable multiracial 'experiment' 
in the first place. 

The most frightening thing of 
all is that they genuinely believe 
that it's the fault of the scape¬ 
goats. The trouble is that mul¬ 
tiracialism isn't just a political 
dogma and a gravy train. It's also 
a religion. Its adherents believe 
in the Coming of the multiracial 
Utopia with religious fervour. 
No argument, no facts, no expe¬ 
rience can shake their Faith. 

'Multiracialism’ a religion 

This means that, to them, the 
realists who oppose their insane 
dream aren't just politically 
wrong, but morally bad. And, as 
with religious zealots throughout 
history, such a mindset inclines 
the multiracialists not just to 
demonise their opponents, but to 
want to bum them at the stake as 
well. 

So instead of rational solutions 
from New Labour this summer, 
we'll see panic, hysteria and 
over-reaction.

B ut the BNP is not a 
fascist organisa¬ 
tion" I said, so the 
BBC representa¬ 
tive was forced to quote from his 
Collins dictionary - "You are 
right wing aren't you?". 
“Possibly, whatever that means”, 
I countered, “but we do have 
many ex-Labour Party members 
in our ranks, so I don't think such 
a simplistic definition will suf¬ 
fice - we are a broad church.” 

Usual rubbish! 


"But are you authoritarian?" he 
squeaked. I told him that it was a 
matter of opinion but many peo¬ 
ple think a lack of respect for 
authority and a liberal attitude to 
so many social issues - the Law, 
sexual licence and perversion, 
yobbery, drug taking, etc - was a 
measure of how anti-authoritari¬ 
an our society had become and 
perhaps a return to more tradi¬ 
tional values might be welcome.

During the run up to the elec¬ 
tion, and after our remarkable 
results, the press office phones 
almost melted down through 
media enquiries. 

Not just the heavyweight news¬ 
papers - the Guardian and the 
Independent have, curiously 
enough, for liberal leftie papers, 
given us a very fair coverage - 
but foreign media organisations 
too - from Denmark, Canada, 
Australia etc all clamouring for 
interviews. 

Tebbit at it again! 

On the front page of the 
Independent of May 28th Lord 
Tebbit, the former Conservative 
Party chairman was quoted as 


saying that the lesson he 
drew from the Oldham riots 
was that "separate and dis¬ 
tinct societies living in the 
same territory are always at 
the risk of clashing". 

Lord Tebbit has also 
recently said that happy 
multicultural societies are 
rare and that events in 
Oldham prove the truth of 
his remarks. And on July 1st, 
writing his final column in the 
Sunday Mail , he went even fur¬ 
ther, predicting that the British 
National Party is going to win 
seats in all sorts of elections in 
the next few years. 

Also in the Independent on 
May 28th, a piece on the 
Oldham riots by journalist Cahal 
Milmo said of the BNP: "A 
spokesman, Phil Edwards, said 
'We are campaigning in Oldham 
to help resolve the frustrations 
caused by diverse communities 
living in too close proximity. 
What we saw last night was a 
result of that and not the BNP's 
legitimate election campaign in 
Oldham. We deplore violence 
and we certainly don't cause it'." 


But back to the plot.... in next 
day's edition of the Independent 
(May 29th) heavyweight hackett 
Deborah Orr ran a piece "Bad 
behaviour is not a Race War" 
analysing the Oldham riots - she 
said "the rhetoric of the BNP 
contains a germ of what might 
easily be mistaken for the truth. 
Take the words of the BNP press 
spokesman Phil Edwards, who 
says, 'we are campaigning in 
Oldham to help resolve the frus¬ 
trations caused by diverse com¬ 
munities living in too close 
proximity.'” 

Bruised and abused 

She went on: “The BNP mean by 
this that multicultural communi¬ 
ties do not work.” Well thanks 
Deborah, but we, and perhaps 
many other citizens of our 
bruised and abused country, 
think that we are not 'mistaken' 
in seeing that particular truth.

•MI-RACIST' ADVISOR 
PROPOSES SEGREGATED SCHOOLS! 

In a rare outbreak of common sense amongst the New Labour 'elite', the black activist 
Lee Jasper, who is Ken Livingstone's senior adviser on Racial Issues, has made a dev¬ 
astating attack upon the discredited multi-cultural model of 'integrated education'.

N oting the huge number 
of black children 
excluded from state 
schools when compared 
with exclusions of indigenous 
white British children, he 
claimed that institutional racism 
within the education system, 
'subconscious racism' in white 
teachers and a culture of failure 
amongst black youth demanded 
a radical segregationist educa¬ 
tional policy. 

Educational nationalism 

In order to liberate supposedly 
repressed black youth from edu¬ 
cational under achievement in a 
system run by whites for white 
children, the black community 
must form their own schools to 
forward the black agenda! 

Speaking at a meeting in South 
London on the 19th of June, he 
said: "I am going to organise 
black children, black parents and 
black teachers to come together 
to educate black people in 
London. We need black schools 
where our own children can 
study their culture without fear 
of bullying"! Imagine the outcry 
had he been British! 

Politically correct excuses 

As usual the failure of black 
children within the British edu¬ 
cation system is blamed on 
‘institutional racism’ rather than 
any other social-genetic or cul¬ 
tural factor. The problem of 
black educational under achieve¬ 
ment can be traced back to the 
very beginning of post war mass 
immigration into Britain by 
natives of the Commonwealth 


countries. When mass immigra¬ 
tion was first imposed upon the 
British people without any dem¬ 
ocratic mandate, the prevailing 
social model was 'assimilation' 
as opposed to ' multi-cultural- 
ism'. Black immigrant families 
were forced to adopt the prevail¬ 
ing British culture and customs 
in the hope that a multiracial 
utopia would result. Black chil¬ 
dren were forced to attend 
schools that had been designed 
to educate white children with 
British history and British cul¬ 
ture and which totally ignored 
black culture and history. 

Liberal dreams 

Social-genetic, cultural, reli¬ 
gious and political differences 
between the indigenous British 
and the immigrant populations 
were ignored in the hope that the 
European educational model 
would be able to educate all chil¬ 
dren equally. 

When this policy began to fail 
the 'assimilation' model was 
abandoned and the multicultural 
educational model was imposed. 
In the multicultural model, 
native British and immigrant 
children were educated together, 
though both were taught to cele¬ 
brate 'diversity' and the 'cultural 
contribution of other ethnic 
groups'. 

Native British children were 
denied their history and culture 
in favour of a multicultural 
explanation of British history. In 
this model British history began 
in 1948 with the arrival of HMS 


Windrush. All pre-war British 
history was depicted as prehis¬ 
toric and obsolete. But black 
children are still being excluded 
at an escalating rate. 

Now that the multicultural edu¬ 
cational model has failed, the 
only remaining option is the seg¬ 
regationist model - where black 
and white children are educated 
in separate schools. 

Multicultural failure 

In this model a form of educa¬ 
tional apartheid is imposed. 
Black children will be educated 
in black schools that will adopt 
the educational and teaching 
practices of nations such as 
Jamaica. Every year more and 
more black families living in 
Britain are sending their children 
to be educated in Jamaica as the 
educational achievements of 
black children there are vastly 
higher than in Britain. 

Lee Jasper has seen that the 
only system that seems to work 
for black children is an educa¬ 
tion system that is tailored and 
designed specifically to motivate 
black children.

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TUBERCULOSIS: THE 
IMPORTED PLAGUE! 



A shocking report recently revealed that Newham, in the East End of London, is the tuberculosis capital of the western 
world. Its TB rate is double that of India. How, you might ask could this be allowed to happen when the deadly disease 
had been all but eradicated in this country? The answer is a straightforward one but the government and local health 
authorities, imprisoned by political correctness, stubbornly refuse to acknowledge it and deal with the problem at source. 


T he increase of asylum 
seeking and immigra¬ 
tion into our already 
overcrowded cities has 
reintroduced a disease common¬ 
ly known as 'the white plague' 
endangering the lives of thou¬ 
sands in the process. 

The experts opinion 

The reluctance of the authorities 
to confront the truth, which 
could cause an epidemic posing 
a terrifying threat to the nation's 
health, has led to some experts 
breaking ranks in a bid to get to 
grips with the situation before it 
spirals out of control. 

Dr Peter Davies a consultant 


chest physician is one such 
expert. "We simply have to say 
clearly, once and for all, that the 
true cause of the return of tuber¬ 
culosis in Britain is immigration. 
We just have to overcome this 
taboo about race and TB and 
look at the facts directly." 

Dr Davies is not alone in his 
analysis. Professor Peter 
Ormerod, one of the leading 
British experts on the disease, 
says: "People can say what they 
like about racism, but facts are 
facts ....more than 56% of the 
TB cases in Britain today are in 
people who were bom abroad." 

It is not racist to point out these 
facts nor is it the fault of the 


immigrants who carry this dead¬ 
ly plague. 

The blame lies with a liberal 
elite who, in pursuit of their mul¬ 
ticultural Utopia, refuse to effec¬ 
tively deal with the asylum- 
seeker issue and in their impos¬ 
sible tight rope-balancing act of 
not offending the sensibilities of 
ethnic minorities show their true 
contempt for the indigenous 
population. 

50% of refugees 

The World Health Organisation 
estimates that "as many as 50% 
of the world's refugees may be 
infected with TB" - a terrifying 
statistic when you consider that 
Britain is one of the most popu¬ 
lar destinations for so-called 
refugees, indeed asylum-seekers 
coming through Heathrow are 
22 times more likely to be suf¬ 
fering from TB than Britons. 
This can only serve to pour fuel 
on the flames that are already 
burning fiercely. 

The disease is already thriving 
in many cities such as 
Birmingham, Bradford, 

Wolverhampton, Blackburn, 
Bolton and Leicester, each with 
its own distinctive immigrant 
population. Established immi¬ 
grants going back home to visit a 
country with a high rate of TB, 
or being visited by relatives who 


then import the disease, further 
aggravate the situation. 

According to the Public Health 
Laboratory Service the average 
infection rate for black Africans 
in 1998 was 210 per 100,000, 
and for those from the Indian 
sub-continent 121 per 100,000. 
This contrasts with just 4.4 per 
100,000 for the indigenous 
white population. 

Whites ignored 

That said, white people can 
catch TB - which is now devel¬ 
oping new strains with strong 
resistance to antibiotics - just as 
easily as non-whites, so the 
widespread NHS practice of 
immunising only Asian children 
and refusing to give the same 
protection to white children is 
both racist and a deadly threat to 
our own youngsters. 

It is a fundamental duty of any 
government to safeguard the 
nation's health, but the handling 
of this issue amounts to wilful 
neglect by the political establish¬ 
ment. 

We deserve to live in security, 
without the fear of such an 
unnecessary threat. It is clear 
that only our party recognises 
the most basic obligation of any 
government - putting its own 
people first!

How long has TB been killing people? 

TB or Mycobacterium tuberculosis has been killing people for thousands of 
years. Tissue samples from Egyptian mummies over 4000 years old show 
signs of being infected with the disease. 

What is TB? 

TB is a disease which usually attacks the lungs, but it can affect almost any 
part of the body. A person with TB does not necessarily feel ill, but the symp¬ 
toms can include a cough that will not go away, feeling tired, weight loss, 
loss of appetite, fever, night seats and coughing up blood. Like the common 
cold, TB is spread through the air after infected people cough or sneeze. 

How much of a threat is the disease? 

According to the World Health Organisation, TB infection is currently 
spreading at the rate of one person per second. It kills more young people and 
adults than any other infectious disease and is the world's biggest killer of 
women. In 1993 the WHO declared TB "a global health emergency".

Collapse of multi-ethnic Macedonia looms as 
‘multiculturalism’ claims another victim 


The roots of the crisis in Macedonia can be traced directly back to the post-war rape of Europe by the Soviet Union that cre¬ 
ated the multi-cultural polygot Yugoslavian Communist state. Under the dictatorship of Marshall Tito (1892-1980J, the var¬ 
ious different peoples and cultures of the Balkans were forced into an uneasy amalgamation under the aegis of the Soviet 
Union. Only by suffocating all cultural and national freedoms beneath the death mask of Communism could the ancient 
embers of ethnic identity within Yugoslavia be extinguished. But the time bomb of ancient roots had never stopped ticking. 



W hen Tito died in 
1980 his passing 
unleashed a 
wave of nation¬ 
alism that simmered peace¬ 
fully until 1991 when Croatia 
and Slovenia declared inde¬ 
pendence from the Yugosl¬ 
avian Republic, leading to 
the Bosnian war. Albania had 
meanwhile in 1992 over¬ 
thrown its Communist Party 
leaders and elected its first 
democratic government. 

THE BIRTH OF ALBANIA 

Unlike Serbia, which is pri¬ 
marily a Slavic, Christian 
country, the Albanian people 
are mainly the Moslem 
descendants of the Turks that 
held power in Albania for 
four hundred years until 1912 
when a Communist con¬ 
trolled assembly was formed 
and led from 1946 until 1985 
by Enver Hoxha (1908-85). 
The death of Enver Hoxha 
unleashed a wave of 
Albanian nationalism and 
Islamic fundamentalism that 
took any opportunity to start 
fermenting ethnic and reli¬ 
gious violence amongst the 


Albanian minority groups in the 
newly declared Balkan nations. 
Beneath the hollow cry for 
'Albanian minority rights' lay the 
unheard snarl of Islamic 
Albanian and religious hatred 
for their Slavic Christian neigh¬ 
bours and a planned programme 
of territorial expansion through 
terrorism. 

Decades of Marxist social 
engineering designed to extin¬ 
guish all national, cultural, reli¬ 
gious and ethnic differences 
between the people of the 
Balkans had failed to wipe away 
the past. Even after fifty years of 
Communism the Soviet Union 
had failed to destroy the 'false' 
consciousness of natural nation¬ 
al, ethnic and cultural group 
identities. Once the jackboot of 
Communism had been lifted 
from the throat of the people the 
cry for freedom went up. 

MULTICULTURALISM ENDS 

Almost immediately the old 
flags were being unfurled and 
new nations along ancient bor¬ 
ders were reborn. In a pre¬ 
dictably short period of time the 
fragile 'hope bubble' of multi¬ 
culturalism had been burst. The 


Bosnian war so traumatised the 
liberal ‘elite’ of the West that a 
moral crusade under the aegis of 
the 'new humanitarianism' to 
stop the so called ‘Serbian ethnic 
cleansing’ of Albanians in 
Kosovo was almost predictable. 

Like some militant vicar on 
moral viagra Tony Blair sent out 
British planes to bomb Serbian 
cities and kill innocent civilians 
in order to spread the same old 
Soviet Gospel of ethno-plural- 
ism and multi-culturalism 
through terror. 

KLA TERROR STATE 

On the 4th August 1999 on the 
Public Broadcasting System in 
America, Sergio Vieria De 
Mello, the ex United-Nations 
Administrator for Kosovo said 
"I repeat, ethnic purity is basi¬ 
cally a nazi concept. This is what 
the allied powers fought against 
during the Second World War. 
That's what the United Nations 
was established to fight against 
over the decades. That is what 
NATO fought against in fact in 
Kosovo. And that's why the 
Security Council requested us to 
establish such a strong presence 
in Kosovo, precisely to prevent 
ethnic purity..." 

Only when the democratic eth¬ 
nic utopia promised for Kosovo 
descended into the ethnically 
cleansed Terror State of the 
Kosovan Liberation Army did 
NATO realise that they had been 
self-deluded in ascribing noble 
motives to Albanian terrorists 
supposedly solely dedicated to 
fighting for 'Human Rights'. The 
Albanian terrorists fighting in 
Macedonia are sustained with 


European Union funds and 
armed with weapons paid for by 
the Americans. They intend a 
base for Islamic Fundamental¬ 
ism to be formed in the Balkans 
under the guise of a Greater 
Albania whilst parroting the lie 
of protecting Albanian ‘minority 
rights ’ to appease their American 
and NATO sponsors. 

In an article in the Washington 
Post, March 20th 2001, General 
Wesley Clarke demanded that 
NATO should immediately 
embark upon another military 
crusade in order to ensure a 
"...prompt Western response in 
order to maintain the integrity of 
a multi-ethnic Macedonia". 

ECONOMIC INTERESTS 

The Albanian rebels are backing 
up their insurrection with claims 
that they are discriminated 
against, and want major changes 
to the Macedonian constitution, ^ 

which would make them a 
"founder ethnic group". 
Macedonian politicians oppose 
this because, they state, if they 
were to recognise the existence 
of two different ethnic groups 
within Macedonia then the 
country would become, de facto 
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two different states - one 
Albanian, one Slav! 

However, a secret economic 
agenda seems to be at work in 
the Balkans. The US, British 
and Macedonian companies 
planning the Baku-Ceyhan 
Trans-Balkan pipeline that 
would ship Caspian oil to 
Western Europe and America 
have invested billions in the 
Balkans. As the economy of 
America goes into a free fall 
the possibility of an Oil Crisis 
due to war in the Middle East, 
and the thought of riots and 
profit reductions terrifies the 
New World Order. The only 
thing stopping a military strike 
by the Israelis against the 
Palestinian people is the fact 
that the Arabs control the oil 
that powers the American 
economy. If an alternative 
source of oil can be found the 
Americans can bypass the Arab 
nations, then Israel is free to 
wage war. 

GREATER ALBANIA 

A Greater Albanian state under 
the control of America extend¬ 
ing deep into Serbia, all the 
way down to the South and a 
good chunk of Macedonia that 
is allied to American controlled 
Turkey completes the New 
Ottoman Empire that will 
ensure the oil reaches the West. 

Macedonia is also the opera¬ 
tional supply base for NATO in 
the Balkans. If Macedonia goes 
to war, the Balkans cannot be 
'policed' by UN troops. This 
means the entire American and 
European Union investment in 
the Balkans is lost. 

In the town of Totova, in 
Macedonia, the Albanian 
mayor and his city council not 
only recently flew the Albanian 
flag but also the Turkish flag, 
heralding the birth of the New 
Ottoman Empire - and a victo¬ 
ry for the New World Order 
being built on the caupses of 
innocent individuals and inde¬ 
pendent states alike. 


Fall of the French 
communist movement 


One of the most interesting, and unreported, results of 
this year's French municipal elections was the contin¬ 
uing catastrophic demise of the French Communist 
Party (PCF). For decades the French Communist Party 
was the most powerful Soviet proxy in Western Europe. 
Ruled by unreformed admirers of Stalin and Lenin, the 
party came to share power with the Socialist Party in 
1997 and was rewarded with two ministerial posts. 



A s the gore-smeared 
flag of the Red Terror 
once again flew over 
the town halls of 
France, the patriots of the 
Front National , riven by fac¬ 
tional infighting and splits, 
saw their inevitable march to 
power halted at the very gates 
of Liberty itself. 

It seemed for a while that 
the disease of Communism 
had once again found a 
foothold in French society, 
and that the great nationalist 
surge was over, but in less 
than four years it seems the 
French people have finally 
recovered their senses. 

BIG LOSSES 

In the Municipal Elections in 
March the Communist Party 
lost nearly a quarter of the 
towns and cities that it once 
controlled, including the bas¬ 
tion of Communism in 
France, the city of Nimes, the 
flagship city of the French 
International Red Front. 

Many of the leftist support¬ 
ers of the Communist Party 
had left in disgust at the 
Parties blatant capitulation to 
the forces of International 
Finance Capital that run 
French industry and business, 
whilst the more politically 


astute voters were expressing 
disgust at the vast corruption, 
nepotism and criminality that 
characterised Red Rule in 
French cities. 

COMMUNIST FAILURE 

By alienating its traditional sup¬ 
porters and embracing New 
Labour-style policies of globali¬ 
sation and market deregulation, 
the party had betrayed its tradi¬ 
tional constituency and become 
just another cog in the machin¬ 
ery of the New World Order. 

This sell-out not only led to big 
reverses for the left in the recent 
municipal elections. It also holds 
out the possibility of the French 
Socialist government losing 
power in the elections of 2002 
due to the shrinkage of the 
Communist Party vote and the 
resultant failure of the 
Communist-Socialist Alliance to 
form a majority. 

NATIONALIST GAINS 

Once again, many of the votes 
that were once wasted on the 
Communist Party now seem to 
be going to the real parties of 
progress and positive change, 
such as the Front National and 
Bruno Megret's MNR. 

Megret's new party did partic¬ 
ularly well in the elections, con¬ 
founding the pundits who said 



that the strategic genius 
behind the pre-split FN's 
moves to 'Balkanise' the old 
Conservative parties was fin¬ 
ished. 

Even voices within the 
Communist Party itself, such 
as Parliamentarian Patrice 
Carvalho, have lashed out: 
"The PCF has abandoned all 
its ideals when it entered the 
government, and its voters no 
longer recognise the Party." 

Now that the Communist 
Party has finally prostrated 
itself in public before the 
forces of International 
Finance Capitalism that had 
funded it in secret for 
decades, its misguided but 
often sincere hardcore 
activists feel betrayed and 
angry. 

ALIENATION AND 
BETRAYAL 

Many are leaving the party 
and joining the parties of the 
Far Left that advocate terror¬ 
ist violence as the way for¬ 
ward for Communism in the 
coming Globalist Century. 
But all that will do it to lead 
to further political polarisa¬ 
tion, division and terrorist 
violence in French society. 

It seems that the followers 
of the old Red Front dinosaur 
still refuse to realise that their 
idol is dead and no more than 
a petrified fossil in the dust¬ 
bin of history. 

DUSTBIN OF HISTORY 

We in the British National 
Party expect positive change 
for the long-suffering people 
of France after the next elec¬ 
tion with the rise of the 
Nationalist movement to new 
heights.

LUX EX ORIENT 

The "Lux ex Orient" or "All 
light comes from the East" 
dogma, held that all progress 
and civilization came from the 
Middle East. With accurate 
dating methods and intensi¬ 
fied archeological research, it 
has now been shown that 
advanced civilizations flour¬ 
ished in Europe particulary 
the British Isles, sometimes 
thousands of years before 
similar technological 

advances were made in the 
Middle East. 



B ut many 'post-modernist' 
historians, unencumbered 
by the ideological nonsense 
of the nineteen sixties neo- 
Marxist 'establishment' historians 
who regarded history as a tool in 
their crusade against European cul¬ 
tural achievements, are re-appraising 
the cultural legacy of the native 
European peoples. 

Indo-Europeans 

Dr. Robert Lomas and Dr. 
Christopher Knight from the 
University of Bradford believe that a 
unit of measurement based on astro¬ 
nomical observations originated in 
the Orkneys and spread across 
Europe to be used in the Pyramids of 
Egypt 1300 years later! 

Barry Cunliffe, professor of 
European Archeology at the 
University of Oxford disputes what 
he calls the 'established pseudo-his¬ 
tory' of the 'traditionalist' historians, 
and asserts that instead of the ancient 


Celtic peoples coming the Steppes 
and sweeping westward into 
Northern Europe, the Celts were in 
fact the indigenous peoples of 
Europe who had lived for many 
thousands of years along the Atlantic 
seaboards of France, Spain, Britain 
and Ireland evolving their culture 
from within their own ethnic com¬ 


munities. Rather than technological 
innovations entering Europe from 
the Middle East, the indigenous peo¬ 
ples of Europe were in fact exporting 
their culture into the Middle East and 
even India. 

This coincides with the historical 
facts of the Indo-European invasions 
of India by indigenous European 
warriors that introduced the caste 
system into Europe through the 
Hindu Kush about 1500B.C.E. 
Recent DNA testing of Upper Caste 
Indians by Oxford University geneti¬ 


cists has revealed that the higher 
caste Indians share more DNA with 
Europeans than the aboriginal 
Indians - further reinforcing the 
Indo-European invasion theory. 

The professor also claims that 
Welsh, Cornish, Galician and Breton 
languages are not the last vestiges of 
a tongue carried from Asia but were 


the local languages of the indigenous 
European peoples. The Indian lan¬ 
guage was itself carried into India by 
the European wave of invasions dur¬ 
ing the years 1500 BC. 

Most current notions on the extent 
of indigenous European Cultures in 
pre-history have always relied heav¬ 
ily on the propaganda of the Roman 
invaders. This is known to be very 
politically and culturally biased. 
Professor Cunliffe said: "For all 
these years we have been looking at 
Europe the wrong way round, and 


the idea that civilisation flowed out 
from the Mediterranean out to the 
Barbarian edges of Europe has 
clouded our view that it flowed the 
other way too". 

Remains of deep-sea fish bones in 
the waste dumps of the ancient set¬ 
tlements prove that the ancient 
European peoples were capable of 


extended seagoing voyages. 
Astronomical measurements based 
on the alignments of ancient stone 
circles show a startlingly advanced 
knowledge of the stars, seasons, 
solar patterns and other advanced 
scientific observations. 

Of the Stone Circles and Megalithic 
buildings that sprung up about 3,000 
BC Prof. Cunliffe says: "Thirty years 
ago it was held that these great stone 
monuments were influenced from 
the Mediterranean cultures, but car¬ 
bon dating has begun to prove that 
this building was happening here 
long before they began to appear in 
Europe". 


The “astonishing complexity and 
daring” of these vast tombs like 
those at Newgrange in* Co. Meath in 
Ireland and Maes Howe on Orkney 
is as impressive as anything in Egypt 
at that time. You will also remember 
that the Egyptian people during the 
time of the great Pyramid buildings 
were also Indo-Europeans invaders 
from Europe - with many kings and 
queens having preserved and distinct 
Nordic features. 

In the Lost civilisations of the 
Stone Age by Richard Rudgley he 
quotes the 'Establishment' historians 
Allan Forbes and Thomas Crowder, 
experts on early writings, on the 
search for the Paleolithic origins of 
writing, they say that "The proposi¬ 
tion that ice age reindeer hunters 
invented writing fifteen thousand 
years ago is utterly inadmissible and 
unthinkable... If Franco-Cantabrians 
(ice age inhabitants of parts of 
France and Spain) invented writing 
thousands of years before civilisa¬ 
tion arose in the Near East, then the 
most cherished beliefs about the 
nature of society and the course of 
human development will be demol¬ 
ished". After decades of historians 
manipulating historical facts in pur¬ 
suit of a political agenda, at last a 
new breed of scientists dedicated to 
exposing the lies and revealing the 
truth is liberating history from the 
straitjacket of political dogma.

THE MEASUREMENT OF TIME: 

A BUILDING BLOCK OF CIVILISATION 

Consider the following words: "day," "hour," "diary," "appointment". Just how important 
are those few words in our daily lives? The measurement of time is a marvel, and at the 
same time one of the most important building blocks of our culture and civilisation. It is a 
parameter by which we determine so much; the fastest Olympic swimmer, our ability to 
meet other people ■ often in distant locations, and the measure of production in commerce. 



J ust who invented time? The 
answer is no one. Time is a 
universal concept, rather 
than an invention and 
affects all living creatures on 
this planet. It is however mainly 
only European man who has 
made devices for the measure¬ 
ment of time and to fix our place 
within the universal scheme of 
things. 

Our early ancestors; the Ice- 
age hunter-gatherers who 
roamed Europe over 20,000 
years ago scratched lines and 
gouged holes in sticks and 
bones, to count the days between 
phases of the moon. Such infor¬ 
mation would have allowed 
them to determine the migration 
of animals etc. It was their 
observations that led to the con¬ 
cept of a "year" this being equiv¬ 
alent to about 360 sunrises. 

Native genius 

We have no written records of 
Stonehenge’s workings or 
indeed the scores of standing 
stones and henges throughout 
the British Isles, some built over 
4000 years ago, but in many 
cases their alignments are so 
precise that they reveal their pur¬ 
pose to include the determina¬ 
tion of seasonal or celestial 
events, such as lunar eclipses 


and the Solstices. 

It was the ancient 
Greeks, the migrants into 
the Aegean peninsular 
from central Europe 
3,000 years ago who 
bequeathed the accurate 
timepiece to European 
civilisation. Starting with 
the use of sundials that 
traced the shadow cast by 
the Sun as it moved on its 
infallibly fixed path 
across the heavens, the 
Greeks were avid tech¬ 
nologists and soon 
realised that time could 
also be measured in other 
ways. Instead of looking 
at the heavens the period 
of daylight and darkness 
could be divided into 
hours by measuring the 
flow of water into a container. 
Water gave way to sand and thus 
was borne the watch glass. 

Western qualities 

We western Europeans are by 
nature an inquisitive people, we 
are also perfectionists and the 
history of timekeeping is a 
never-ending quest to develop 
greater efficiencies and more 
accurate methods. 

Mechanical clocks first 
appeared in Italy in the 14th cen¬ 
tury. They relied on slow falling 
weights but were notoriously 
inaccurate and required far too 
much maintenance. 

New innovations 

The German scholar Peter 
Henlein devised a system where¬ 
by springs replaced the heavy 
weights and it is to him that the 
invention of the first portable 
watch is credited. For the first 
time individuals (those that 
afford them of course) had their 
own personal means of time¬ 
keeping. In 1671 William 
Clement, a London machinist, 
developed the swinging pendu¬ 
lum from ideas sketched some 
100 years earlier by the famous 
Galileo. 

By the time Queen Elizabeth 
1 st was on the throne, a new rea¬ 


son for keeping time had 
become apparent. Britain's early 
colonists in North America 
needed to map their new loca¬ 
tion so supplies and new emi¬ 
grants could be shipped in. The 
need for an accurate measure¬ 
ment of longitude (the distance 
in an east-west direction) to aid 
map-making was obvious, but it 
was not until the 1760s when 
John Harrison, a carpenter and 
self-taught clock-maker, built a 
marine chronometer that won 
the British government's 1714 
prize for a means of determining 
longitude to within one-half 
degree after a voyage to the West 
Indies. It kept time on board a 
rolling ship to about one-fifth of 
a second a day, a remarkable 
achievement. 

Increased accuracy 

In the 20th century the measure¬ 
ment of time become more accu¬ 
rate. The measurement of time is 
not now undertaken by looking 
at the distant stars but by taking 
a grain of sand (more precisely a 
tiny crystal of quartz) and pass¬ 
ing an electric current through it. 
The vibration created is always 
constant and so began the devel¬ 
opment of truly accurate 
portable devices needing noth¬ 
ing more than a grain of quartz 
and a small battery to generate a 
tiny electric field. William Cady 
in Rhode Island is accredited 
with creating the first quartz 
clock during the 1920s. William 
Marrison, a Canadian, took the 
idea further and miniaturised the 
device and is accredited with the 
invention of the quartz wrist- 
watch. 

Time standard 

Western Europeans, with their 
enquiring minds and ability to 
solve complex mathematical and 
philosophical problems have led 
to the state of affairs where we 
now know what "the time is" 
and how we as a society can live 
with the concept of a time 
standard.

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The Dispossesed Majority:

W ere I 
were 
asked 
to reccomend 
a book that 
best illus¬ 
trates the 
present dan¬ 
ger facing 
our patri¬ 
mony and 
western culture, Wilmot 
Robertson’s weighty tome is 
the one I would unquestion¬ 
ably reccomend. Robertson 
was neither a politician or a 
sociologist, but a succsesful 
businessman and journalist, 
who famously said, "I was 
waiting for a professional to 
write this book, then I got fed 
up and wrote it myself.” 

Liberalism a killer 

In over six hunderd pages the 
book discusses the theory of 
assimiable and unassimiable 
minorities, and the danger the 
latter present to majorities. 
Written in the 1970s the argu¬ 
ment is cogently developed 
that it is not the Vietnam war, 
or segregation policies which 
were destroying America, but 
the "moral debility of liberal¬ 
ism", and the rampant virus of 
minority racism. 

“Inspiring book” 

Robertson beautifully 

explains how if you tell any 
group they are the equal of 
any other and they then fail to 
achieve equally; then the 
surest way to create resent¬ 
ment is to blame that failure 
on any other group. In this 
Robertson logically shows 
that the integrators, perhaps 
unconsciously, are the cause 
of future group conflict, and 
the breakdown of civil socie¬ 
ty. The book is extremely 
readable indeed, to use a 
cliche, I found it unputdown- 
able when I first read it, an 
inspiring book indeed.
